State hud matters come, that, instead 
of respect and obedience pupils had 

only contempt for him. No matter 

which party bad carried the election 
the year before, he would have been 

removed. Had the Republicans been 

successful, of which parly the super- 
intendent was a member, he would 
have been removed earlier than he 
was allowed to remain by the pre- 
sent powers that, be. 

While it is true a new man has 
been made superintendent, yet, if is 

equally true that, Dr. Gallaudet, al 

the time he made Ids remarks, was 
fully aware that, one of his own 
ed college boys had been made 
principal of the schools, and hence 
Knowing his capabilities as a man and 
teacher, the educational department 

of the institution would in nowise
